IRISH BANK’S BIG 
LOSS.

WEAVING COMPANY’S 
FAILURE. 


The heavy losses of an Irish bank in 
connéction with a weaving concern were 
mentioned in the Chancery Court, Belfast, 
yesterday, when the Ulster Bank, Ltd., 
applied for liberty to accept the offer of 
£5,500 by the trustees of the Workshops 
for the Blind for the premises of the Lawn- 
brook Weaving Company, at Lawnbrook 
avenue, Belfast. 

Counsel said that there was a debt due 
to the bank of £58,399. In September, 
1920, the company became insolvent. In 
August, 1925, a conditional agreement was 
approved by the Court for the sale of the 
premises to a company for £17,500, but 
that sale fell through, and the Court made 
an order that the deposit of £1,000 be 
forfeited to the plaintiffs. The bank 
meanwhile had had to pay for the upkeep 
of the premises. Plaintiffs asked the 
Court to allew them to accept £5.500 for 
the premises, which, though small, was 
considered prudent. Counsel added that 
the loss to the bank had been simply 
enormous.

INQUEST VERDICT. 


When returning a verdict that the woman 
had been killed by a train at Shankill Station 
on Saturday last, and exonerating the engine- 
driver from blame, a Coroner’s jury at 
Loughlinstown, County Dublin, recommended 
that a new footpath should be cut from 
Shankill village to the station, as the present 
route is circuitous. They addéd that the 
station staff at Shankill was not sufficient to 
ensure the safety. of the public. 

The inquest was held in St. Columcille’s 
Hospita! by the South County Dublin Coroner, 
Dr. J. P. Brennan, on Miss Mabel Augusta 
O'Sullivan, a 22-year-old shop assistant, of 
Derrynane parade, North Circular road, 
Dublin, who was killed when a train struck 
her as she was running alongside the railway 
line from a camp where she had been staying 
to the station. 

A friend of the dead woman, Miss Gladys 
Coleman, who had been in camp with her. 
told the Coroner how Miss O'Sullivan had 
been walking alongside the metals in front 
of her. She herself stepped out cf the way 
of the train. 

Other witnesses described how Miss O’Sulli- 
van had been struck by the engine of the 
train; and the driver, Michael Fortune, said 
that it was not until he leoked back, when 
the train was in the station, that he saw 
the woman “‘ tumble on the platform.” 
Sergeant Ryan, in his evidence, said that 
to reach the station from the camp without 
trespassing on the railway line, the women 
would have had to go by a roundabout way— 
a distance of a quarter of a mile.

There were no new developments in Trunk 
Mystery No. 1 according to an official notice

An unusual method was adopted by the 
Chief Constable in conveying this information 
to the Press.

Other notices on the board were from the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries relating 
to the licensing of bulls, an announcement 
concerning the arrangements for the camping 
of Territorials, a poster advertising Ports- 
mouth Navy Week, and an assessors notice 
offering a reward for stolen property. 

The Chief Constable’s notice remained on 
the board half-an-hour and later was removed 
to another board on the outer wall of the 
station. This board, however, was enclosed 
in a glass-case, and contained sevéral police 
a relating to articles that had been 
ost. 

Earlier in the day it was announced that 
the parents of a London girl had gone to 
Brighton police station and made a statement 
to Chief Inspector Donaldson, the Scotland 
Yard officer in charge of the inquiries.

JUDGE CALLS FOR 
EVIDENCE FROM BREWERY 


Drinks consumed by an employé of Tetley’s 
Brewery, Leeds, when driving a ‘‘béer tester’ 
around public-houses, formed the subject of 
comment by Mr. Justice Macnaghten at the 
West Riding Assizes at Leeds yesterday. 

A verdict of guilty was returned in a case 
in which William Hénry Ward (29), of 
Marshall stréet, Cross Gates, Léeds, was 
charged with the manslaughter of a cyclist 
and driving a car while under the influence of 
drink. 

Ward had said that he had four drinks 
while driving the ‘‘beer tester’ round. 

The Judge said that he wanted to see some- 
one from the brewery to ascertain whether or 
not they allowed their employés to take in- 
toxicating liquor while driving motor vehicles 
from one public-house to another. 

It makes a good deal of difference to. the 
prisoner, he sai; for if the brewery allows 
their employés to take drink while driving 
motor vehicles on the road the blame on him 
is a good deal lessened. 

It is a very improper thing that a respon- 
sible firm should allow their employés to take 
drink when driving motor cars about the road, 
and it is in the public interest to . know 
whether the allegations are well founded or 
not. For that purpose I shall postpone 
sentence uutil morning.

Dey of Liverpool, with some allowance made 
or’ persons from Ireland proceeding overseas 
via Liverpool. The report makes it clear that 
the figure does not purport to represent the 
number of immigrants from Ireland who 
settled on Merseyside. In this connection the 
census reports show that both in Liverpool 
and in Great Britain, as a whole, there weré 
fewer Irish-born pérsons in 1931 than in 1921. 
There is no power to restrict the entry of 
British subjects into the United Kingdom.

DEATH SENTENCE 


ON WOMAN. 
MAJORITY VERDICT 
IN SCOTTISH COURT.

Aberdeen, was, in Edinburgh yester- 
day, found guilty of the murder of 
Helen Priestley, a neighbour’s eight and a 
half years old child, and she was sentenced 
to death. 

The Priestley family lives in the same 
tenement luilding as Mrs. Donald, and the 
child’s body was found in a sack on the 
public stairway after an all-night search had 
been made for her. 

The Lord Justice Clerk, in his summing 
up, had described the murder as one of un- 
speakable cruelty and wickedness. 

It was alleged by the prosecution that Mrs. 
Priestley and Mrs, Donald had not been on 
friendly terms for five years. The girl dis- 
appeared on April 20, after she had been 
given an old teapot by her mother to put 
in a dustbin. 

The body of the child, in a sack, was found 
éarly the following morning. 

When charged with thé murder, Mrs. 
Donald said: ‘‘I didn’t do that,” and her 
plea at her trial was one of not guilty. 

Yesterday the Lord Advocate, in his 
address to the jury, said that Helen Priestley’s 
death took placé at; about 2 p.m. That was 
fixed by a scream, and by the testimony of 
medical experts. He asked the jury to hold 
upon the balance of evidence that the child 
died in Mrs. Donald’s house by Mrs. Donald’s 


hand. 
SENSELESS CRIME. 


Mr. D. P. Blades, K.C., for the defence, 
said tlie suggestion had been made that Mrs. 
Donald harbouréd ill-will towards the little 
girl, and that murder was the consummation 
of that ill-will. That was now out of the 
case; and did not the thought arise that, so 
far as Mrs. Donald was concerned, the crime 
became utterly senseless and inexplicable’ 

Summing up, the Lord Justice Clerk said 
that the murder was one of unspeakable 
cruelty and wickedness. There was no eye- 
witness, and it was only by examination of 
comparisons and circumstances that such a 
crime could be brought home. The sack with 
the body in it either entered the lobby of 
the tenement by the front door, the back 
door, or by neither, but was put in the 
lobby from some place within the tenement. 

Did the jury think it likely that the 
murderer would carry the victim home 
through the streets in a sack with the feet 
protruding? If the murder was committed 
in the tenement, who committed it? There

John Dillinger was aged thirty-two, and was the leader of a 
gang accused of fourteen murders and over one hundred bank 


robberies. 


GRUESOME BID FOR RELICS. 


The ‘* killer’s ’’ two weaknesses—women 
and the ‘‘movies ’’—betrayed him to his 
death. 

The chief of the Federal agents, Mr. 
Purvis, first received warning that Dil- 
linger was in Chicago, and would attend 
the little Biograph cinema, by a mys- 
terious female voice over the telephone.

POLE’S REPORT. 


GOVERNMENT’S DECISION

HE “report of Sir Felix Pole on 
Northern transport co-ordination 
has been read with keen interest in rail- 
way and transport circles in Belfast, and 
- by members of the Belfast Corpora- 
ion. 
The Northern Government 's decision re- 


garding the report will be issued 
to-morrow. 4 


The general view is that the report 1s 
a bold bid to remove the chaotic condi- 
tions of rail and road transport in the 
North, and it is recognised that Northern 
Ireland is being asked to become pionecr 
in solving transport problems which «are 
now fairly common throughout the worid. 


GOVERNMENT'S LEAD. 


The Northern Government gave a lead 
before in the regulation and control of 
road passenger traiic, and it will be in- 
teresting to see how the Government will 
re-act to the proposals for a larger and 
more comprehensive scheme of road 
amalgaination and control It is felt 
that the public, under the proposed joint 
pooling arrangement between road 
transport amalgamation and the railways 
will get the maximum facilities at the 
lowest economic cost. The railways will 
not be artificially protected against road 
competition if it is found that road 
transport is cheaper and more suitable for 
any particular form of traffic. The 
arrangement possesses the advantage of 
preserving for the public the enterprise, 
initiative and energy inherent in private 
enterprise, without any of the disad- 
vantages, but all the best points, of 
unified control of rail and road transport. 

One great advantage of the report is that 
the Government are not- recommended to 
attempt t..c organisation of the railways. 
They are left free to put their own house 
in order. They would get out of “the 
pool ” the money equivalent to their con- 
tribution. This probably would be insuffi- 
cient to pay any return on a great part 
of their systems, and it would be an in- 
centive to the railways to discontinue those 
parts of their systems which afford the 
public no facilities which could not equally 
be supplied by road transport. It also 
leaves to the railway companies the re- 
sponsibility of writing down, without pres- 
sure from the Government, as much of 
their capital as may he involved by the 
curtailing of their systems. 


OPINION IN BELFAST.

With regard to the suggestion by Sir 
Felix Pole that the Belfast Corporation 
tramway and omnibus services should 
come under the new Transport Board, in 
the same way as such services did under 
the London amalgamation scheme, there 
is very little sympathy in municipal! 
circles in Belfast. The Corporation has 
been always very anxious to retain control 
of civic services, and it will be recalled 
that when the Electricity Board was 
established to develop electricity in 
North«i 1 Ireland the Belfast Electricity 
Committee retaimed control of the city 
supply. 

The Chairman of the Belfast Tramway 
Committee, Councillor R. J. R. Harcourt, 
when approached for his views to-day, 
said it would be inadvisable to make any 
comment on the proposals until they knew 
the line of action which the Government 
was prepared to take. 

It is understood that the subject will 
be considered by the Tramway Committee 
before the end of the month, and a recom- 
mendation may be made to the Corpora- 
tion before its next monthly meeting.

T was a sad and subdued crowd that 
slowly made its way home from tlie 
Test match at Headingley, Leeds, yester- 
day, after seeing the day end with Eng:

The first was an injury to Bradman, who 
tried to stop the ball with his foot when 
near the boundary. He was obviously in 
much pain as he slowly limped from the 
field, assisted by one of his colleagues, and 
he did not reappear. 

Later Mr. Harold Bushby, the Aus- 
tralian manager, made the following an- 
nouncement :--‘‘ Bradman has pulled a 
muscle in his right thigh. We shall not 
know until the morning whether he will 
field to-morrow, but it is extremely doubt- 
ful whether he will do so. The injury will 
need rest to put it right.” 

It was earned later that the injury, 
while not serious, is one that is bound to 
cause anxiety in the Australian camp. It 
is virtually certain that Bradman will not 
appear to-day. The Australians will not 
risk further injury to him when they have 
such excellent substitute fieldsmen at their 
disposal. |

BRADMAN OUT FOR TEN 

DAYS. 

On his return to the Australian head- 
quarters at Harrogate last night Don 
Bradman, who pulled a muscle in his 
thigh while fielding in the Test match, 
went straight to bed. A further medical 
examination has revealed that the injury, 
while not of a very serious nature, is bad 
enough to prevent him from taking part 
in cricket for at least ten days. 

“ Bradman will definitely not field to- 
morrow,” Mr. Harold  Bushby, the 
manager of the Australian team, told a re- 
porter last night. “His injury needs 
rest—rest for about ten days. Our pre- 
sent arrangements are that he will not 
travel with the team to Sunderland to- 
morrow night for the match with Durham 
on Wednesday. 

‘‘In all probability he will return to 
London after play has finished to-morrow, 
and will rest there.’’ 

There is no question of Bradman not 
being able to take part in the next Test 
match at the Oval, and i is confidently 
expected that he will be quite recovered 
after his injury has been rested. ‘This 
latest troubi to Bradman is yet another 
blow to the Australians in the chain ol 
bad luck which has followe. them on this 
tour.

An officer of the Free State Army, 
Lieutenant Farren, is detained in hospital 
as the result of a shooting incident which 
occurred in McKee Barracks, Dublin, in 
the early hours of yesterday morning.

Overend, K.C., and Mr. J. C. Conroy (in- 
structed by Mr. Timothy Linehan, Mill- 
street) appeared for Vaughan, Barrett and 
O'Connell ; the same counsel (instructed by 
Mr. T. F. O'Keeffe, Mitchelstown) for 
Quinlan and Fitzgibbon ; and Mr. Martin 
Maguire, K.C.; Mr. James Geoghegan, 
K.C.; Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C.; Mr. P. J. 
McEnefy, and Mr. Kevin Haugh (in- 
structed by the Chief State Solicitor) for 
Sean Kavanagh, Governor of Mountjoy 
Prison, and for the Attorney-General. 

The facts of the case were given in detail 
when the application for a conditional order 
of habeas corpus and _ prohibition was 
granted by Mr. Justice O Byrne on 12th 
June. Four of the accused men (Barrett, 
O'Connell, Vaughan and Fitzgibbon) are 
charged with the illegal possession of fire- 
arms between 15th January and 17th April 
last. In conjunction with the other accused 
man, Quinlan, they are further charged 
with having conspired together to assault 
and imprison one William Dwane, of 
Ballyclough, and there is a charge against 
Quinlan of sending a threatening letter to 
Dwane on lst March. The accused men 
were arrested on various dates in April, 
and, on 23rd May, at Fermoy District 
Court, were sent for trial to the Cork 
Circuit Court on 5th June. They were all 
admitted to bail. On 4th June, the day 
previous to that for which their trial was 
fixed at the Cireuit Court, they were served 
with notices directing them to surrender 
themselves into custody at some station of 
the Garda Siochana within seventy-two 
hours, and also with a certified copy of an 
order purporting to transfer their trial 
to the Constitution (Special. Powers) 
Tribunal. On surrendering, as instructed, 
they were taken into custody, and removed 
to Mountjoy Prison, where they are now 
detained. 


CAUSES OF CLAIM. 


The accused men applied for relief 
by way of conditional order of habeus 
corpus and prohibition. It was sub- 
mitted on their behalf that they were 
being illegally detained in Mountjoy ; 
the Constitution (Amendment No. 17) Act, 
1931, setting up the Tribunal was ultra 
vires, unconstitutional and void, because 
it was contrary to the Articles of the Con- 
stitution dealing with the liberty of the 
subject, trial by jury and trial by the 
ordinary Courts ; that the Tribunal had no 
lawful existence, jurisdiction or authority ; 
and that the order directing their trial by 
it was bad on its face, as it did not specify 
any time or place for the trial of the 
charges. 

Mr. Costello, applying for the conditional 
orders to be made absolute, said that he did 
not purpose to argue the constitutional 
ad gag raised, as those had been already 
dealt with in another case, and were now 
awaiting decision. Having referred to the 
affidavits made by the accused men, he said 
that they had all been returned for trial 
to the Cork Circuit Court on 5th June, and 
were ready for that trial when they were 
served with the order purporting to 
transfer it to the Tribunal. That order was 
made on 31st May on the application of a 
member of the Garda Siochana, not below 
the rank of inspector. The accused men 
did not know who made the application ; 
they did not know then, and they did not 
know now, when they were to be tried, 
or where; and they submitted that that 
was unjustified. 


ANSWERING AFFIDAVITS, 
Counsel read an affidavit made by the 


Registrar to the Tribunal. In this it was 
stated that, as a matter of practice, the 


a 
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Tribunal always holds its sittings at Collins 
Barracks, and the established procedure is 
that the solicitor for the Attorney-General 
conducting prosecutions lodges a summary 
of the evidence to be given against the 
accused persons, together with a statement 
of the charges to be preferred. The 
Registrar then, under the direction of the 
Tribunal, sends a notification of the time 
and place of the trial to the accused 
persons, together with a copy of the 
summary of evidence and a statement of 
the charges. This procedure would have 
been followed in the present case, con- 
tinued the Registrar’s affidavit, and: due 
notice of the time and place of the trial, 
together with the summary of evidence and 
statement of the charges, would have been 
duly served on the accused men but for 
the order made by the High Court of 
Justice. 

An affidavit of Sean Kavanagh, Governor 
of Mountjoy, stated that the accused. men 
were received and detained by him by 
virtue of an order by the Tribunal and five 
committal orders made by the Minister for 
Defence. Commenting on this, Mr. 
Costello said that he had not seen the 
committal orders, and, so far as he was 
aware, there was no mention in any section 
of the Act of committal orders by the 
Minister for Defence. Undoubtedly, 
Mountjoy was a prison to which prisoners 
properly committed might be transferred 
and detained in accordance with regula- 
tions, but he could not find any power in 
any Executive Minister to order the com- 
mittal of any prisoner; even under Article 
2A of the Constitution. 


TIME AND DATE OF TRIAL, 


Mr. Costello further said that his prin- 
cipal point was that, under Section 11 of 
the No. 17 Amendment Act, when ‘the 
Tribunal .transferred the trial from the 
Circuit Court to the Military Tribunal, it 
must name the specific time and place for 
the hearing of the transferred trial. There 
must be some certainty. The Court had 
to construe the Statute, and if they took 
the same view that he did then the Order 
was bad. .. 

Mr. Overend followed along a similar 
line. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that the Court 
did not ceall on the respondents to reply. 
The Court held that there was no sub- 
stance in any of the points raised by 
counsel on behalf of the prosecutor in re- 
gard to the Tribunal being bound to fix 
the*time and place of trial, and conse- 
uently they .refused the application in 
that respect.

PILOTS TO

FIRST CHANNEL 
CROSSING. 


AIR ESCORT FOR 
M. BLERIOT.

ioná air pilots from all over 
Europe will celebrate with M. Louis 
Blériot the silver jubilee of the first flight 
by a power-driven aircraft across the 
English Channel. 

It was on July 25th, 1909, that the 
thirty-seven-year-old motor cycle engineer, 
Blériot, in a machine which he had con- 
structed himself, and fitted with a 28 horse- 
power engine developed from those which 
he had buijt for his motor cycles, took off 
from a field near Calais, and turned the 
nose of his little monoplane westward to 
fly across the Channel and land close to the 
town of Dover. 


he landed now lies directly on the route 
of many of the aircraft flying from the air- 
port of London, Croydon, on the service 
which Blériot may be said to have in- 
augurated. 

The machine in which he made the flight 
is now in the South Kensington Science 
Museum, London, in company with that 
flown by the late Sir John Alcock and Sir 
A. Whitten Brown across the Atlantic from 
Newfoundland to Clifden, Co. Galway, ten 
years later, and many other aircraft which 
have made aviation history. i 

In 1929, however, when the twentieth 
anniversary of Blériot's flight was being 
celebrated, the. monoplane was taken Írom 
the Museum, and, after being overhauled, 
was flown by an English pilot at an air 
pageant at Feltham, Middlesex, which was 
attended by M. Blériot. About the same 
time M. Blériot was made an officer of the 
Legion of Honour in recognition of his 
services to flying. 


NORWEGIANS HALT AT 
BERLIN.

The Norwegian air squadron which is 
flying to England on Wednesday in con- 
nection with the celebrations in honour of 
M. Louis Blériot, have been obliged to 
land at Berlin owing to bad weather. 

They were expected here this afternoon, 
and were earlier reported to have arrived 
in an Air Ministry communiqué, which 
was subsequently denied. 

The squadron is led by Major Tryggve 
Gran, the first man to fly across the North 
Sea, in 1914, who later joined the British 
Flying Corps, and was wounded in action. 


MR. GRIERSON IN ICELAND, 


Mr. John Grierson, the twenty-five years 
old Liyerpoo] airman, who is flying to 
Canada via Iceland and Greenland, 
arrived at Reykjavik at 3.30 yesterday 
afternoon. 

He had been held up in Londonderry 
since Friday last owing to unfavourable 
weather, but left at 7.45 a.m. yesterday. 
although the sky was overcast at the time 
and a slight drizzle of rain falling. 

Before stepping into the cockpit of his 
small Fox moth float ’plane the airman 
was affectionately kissed by his wife and 
sister (who is the wife of a Derry man), 
both of whom wished him God-speed on 
his 800 miles hop.

LANCASHIRE AND 
INDIA.

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—At a special meeting held yester- 
day the members of the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce made short work of 
the attempt to move what amounted to a 
vote of censure on the Board of Directors, 
on the ground that they had shown culp- 
able weakness in defending the interests of 
the Lancashire cotton industry in India. 
The terms of the resolution, which was 
never actually put to the vote, re-afhrmed 
the original proposals of the Chamber for 
safeguarding British trade as tendered to 
the Joint Committee. After the exhaus- 
tive report of the Committee of Privileges, 
it might, perhaps, have been expected that 
the old controversy over the first draft of 
this evidence would have been allowed to 
rest, but a small, though vociferous, 
minority, which has been diligently ex- 
ploited by a group of politicians, seems to 
have taken a different view. 

After remarking that the Committee of 
Privileges drew a clear distinction the 
other day between the policy of safe- 
guards and the policy of good-will, and 
that the latter policy has already 
been tried with hopeful results, first 
at Ottawa, and later by the Textile 
Mission which went out to India, 
under the chairmanship of Sir William 
Clare Lees, a year ago, The Times pro- 
ceeds :—In spite of these good beginnings 
it is plain enough, both from the evidence 
given by the Manchester Chamber of Com- 
merce to the Select Committee, and also 
from the amended resolution passed yes- 
terday, that opinion in Lancashire is still 
hankering after some sort of safeguards— 
not in the sense of imposing any definite 
limits upon the tariff-making power of the 
Indian Government, but some reservation 
analogous to that contained in the Fiscal 
Convention of 1919, which will enable the 
Secretary of State for India to step in, if 
need be, to prevent any unfair discrimina- 
tion against Lancashire’s trade. That 
the industry should desire to protect it- 
self from such a danger, however remote, 
is, in the circumstances, natural enough, 
but it may well be doubted whether the in- 
clusion in the new Constitution of a pro- 
vision of this nature, even if it were 
feasible, would, in fact, possess any prac- 
tical value. ‘The safeguards in the Fiscal 
Convention, it should be remembered, 
have never actually been applied, and 
powers that are never used soon have a 
way of becoming atrophied in the natural 
course of events. The real safeguard for 
Lancashire’s trade with India does got lie 
in a paragraph of any Constitution, but in 
an active policy of co-operation and good- 
will. 


INDO-JAPANESE 
TRADE. 


AGREEMENT 
ISSUE, 


The text of the Indo-Japanese commercial 
agreement, recently signed in London by the 
Japanese Ambassador, Mr. Matsudaira; the 
Foreign Secretary, Sir John Simon, and the 
Secretary for India, Sir Samuel Hoare, was 
issued last night. : 

lt provides that articles produced or manu- 
factured in the territeries of one of the parties 
on importation into the territories of the 
other, from whatever place arriving, shall not 
be subjected to duties or charges other or 
higher than those imposed on like articles 
produced or manufactured in any other foreign 
country. 

Should the changes in certain tariffs on 
éither side adversely affect the trade interests 
of the other, the two parties, at the request 
of the country adversely affected, must enter 
into negotiations for the purpose of reconciling 
the interests of the two countries.

DESPERATE WARSAW 
EFFORTS. =~ 


ONE-FIFTH OF POLAND 
FLOODED.

WARSAW, Monday. 


HE torrent of water pouring’ into the 

Vistula from the flooded tributaries 

is expected to be reinforced to-night by 

millions of gallons emanating from the 

upper reaches of the river above Cracow, 

and the situation in the region round 
Wilanow continues to be very serious. 

Two companies of infantry and teams 
of workmen have been despatched to this 
district owing to the fear of the possible 
rupture of the dykes. 

n the southern basin of the Vistula 
the floods are still rising owing to further 
abundant’ rain, which fell incessantly 
throughout last night. 

Warsaw itself is still threatened with 
disaster. Voluntary emergency troops are 
working night and day strengthening the 
embankments and rushing up lorry loads 
of sandbags. 

The sturdy manner in which the Poles 
are bearing up against the succession of 
disasters which they have suffered, in- 
volving the devastation of one-fifth of the 
whole of their land, is the admiration of 
all visitors to the country. 

Four hundred volunteers have been en- 
rolled by the Syrena—the organisation of 
volunteer emergency troops—during the 
past twenty-four hours, and many more 
applications for enrolment have been 
received. Their services are constantly 
requisitioned. 

BREAK IN DYKE. 

To-day a large breach in the main dyke 
south of Wilanow was reported, and 
volunteers sappers were rushed up just in 
time to prevent further disaster. To the 
south of Warsaw also the situation is most 
serious. 

Near Sandomierz acres of land are 
under water, while between that place and 
the Czech frontier some 75,000 farmers 
have been dispossessed of their homes. 

The ludicrous spectacle of a swimming 
bath afloat in midstream and careering 
towards the sea at some fifteen miles an 
hour tock the minds of the watchers on 
the banks off their own troubles for a 
considerable time to-day. 

The Polish Red Cross has mobilised 
emergency stations all round Warsaw, 
from which food and medical attention 
may be obtained for the flood refugees. 

The Soviet Ambassador has given a 
thousand zlotys to the relief fund as a 
personal token of sympathy, while tele- 
grams expressing regret at the national 
disaster have been received from the 
majority of the European Governments. 


WATER SHORTAGE.

REBUKES NAZI 
PRESS. 

FORMER PRUSSIAN 
MINISTER ACQUITTED. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT; 
BERLIN, Monday. 


A rebuke to the Nazi Press was adminis- 
tered by Dr. Hoepke, President of a 
Berlin Criminal: Court, to-day, when ex- 
plaining the acquittal of a former Prus- 
sian Minister of a charge of corruption. 

The Court had acquitted Dr. Heinrich 
Hirtsiefer, a prominent Catholic and 
former Prussian Welfare Minister, to- 
«ner with three former high Prussian 
officials. 

Dr. Hirtsiefer was a member of the ill- 
fated Braun-Severing Government, which 
was forcibly deposed in 1932 by Herr von 
Papen, and his trial was one of the many 
featured by the Naz: Press as proof of 
‘the rottenness of the old régime.” 

In his explanation Dr. Hoepke said: 
“ The verdict will seem surprising to a 
part of the public, but this is not -the 
result of the Court’s adopting an attitude 
of estrangement to the people or applying 
paragraphs which do not correspond to 
the public conscience to-day—th are 
favourite taunts of Nazi jurists against 
the Courts—but because the public has 
been wrongly informed by a section of the 
Press. i 

“HH was not the Court's task to judge 
the politics of the accused, but to find 
whether he had committed a punishable 
offence. The fallen political opponent can 
count on the same objective judgment as 
any other member of the community.’”’

towards abortion was discussed at the 

British Medical Association Con- 
ference at Bournemouth yesterday, and it 
was decided to set up a special committee 
to consider and report upon the medical 
aspect of the matter, which one speaker 
described as a ‘‘grave social menace and 
evli, 


COUNCIL'S VIEW. ; 

The attitude of the Council was explained 
by Dr. Bone, chairman of the Medical- 
Political Committee, in asking the repre- 
sentative body to accept the recommendation 
of the Council, that, while the Association 
would be willing to contribute expert medical 
assistance or evidence to any committee set 
up by the Government to examine the various 
relations of the practice of abortion, they 
were of opinion that the subject had pre- 
dominating interests other than medical, and 
that the initiation of the proposed inquiry 
did not properly fall within the medical 
profession. 

Dr. Bone said that, with regard to 
therapeutic abortion, it had been stated that 
practitioners nowadays were unwilling to per- 
form this operation even in necessary cases, 
because of the insufficient protection given to 
them under the existing law. 

The Council, he said, was not impressed 
by that argument. On paper there was 
very little protection, but in practice the 
committee had been unable to Boones any 
case in which a medical man had been 
attacked for the practice of therapeutic abor- 
tion. The consideration of abortion as & 
normal measure for reducing the birth rate 
had become of. increasing interest to the 
public generally. 

In Czecho-Slovakia and Russia the pro- 
curing of abortion on economic grounds had 
been legalised, subject to certain safeguards, 
and in Soviet Russia it had been stated 
that 11,000 abortions had occurred in one 
year without a single death. Members of 
the medical profession in the clinics in this 
country seemed to be directing their thoughts 
in that direction. 

Questions of contraception and sterilisation 
were in the air, and the workers were dis- 
cussing and considering the possibility of 
using abortion as the normal method for 
reducing births. The Council had given long 
consideration to the matter, and had decided 
that the whole question of abortion in its 
wider aspects wae not one for the Associa- 
tion itself to deal with. It was beyond their 
power to set up an inquiry of their own. It 
was a deep-drawn public question, and clearly 
not a medical question. 


ASSOCIATION’S DECISION. 
After a long discussion the latter part of 
the Council’s recommendation was deleted, and 
the Association adopted a resolution which 
merely expressed willingness to assist or give 
evidence before any committee set up by the 
Government on the subject. 


ANOTHER VIEW OF RUSSIA, 

The attitude of the profession in regard to 
the matter was again under discussion when 
the Council recommended the setting up of a 
special committee to consider and report upon 
the medical aspects of the problem. 

Dr. Hawthorné, opposing the motion, said: 
“AVe don’t want any position created in 
which some authority calling itself the British 
Medical Association comes down from the 
meuntains with its tablets of stone, saying: 
This is the right treatment for the practitioner 
to tcllow, and this is the wrong treatment 
for the practitioner to follow. The medical 
practitioner is a free man to determine in the 
individual case what is the best thing to do 
in the interests of the patient.”’ 

Sir Ewen Maclean said that the many views 
which had been advanced was a real indica- 

‘tion that some responsible body should 
undertake an investigation of this grave social 
menace and evil. 

He had received from an eye-witness 
information of what actually took place ‘n 
Russia, and he could say that the 11,000 
cases quoted as having been performed 
without mortality was an absolute contradic- 
tion of the facts. Abortions in Russia were 
done in a rough and ready fashion without 
anesthetics.

MINISTERIAL CRISIS BOUND. 


TO COME. 


In a message from Paris last night The 
7 imes correspondent says :—M. Doumerguc, 
the Prime Minister, left Toulouse this evening 
and will arrive here to-morrow morning. A 
much more hopeful outlook prevails for a 
satisfactory, if temporary, settlement of the 
dispute on the lines oi a reconciliation which 
would involve the postponement of a 
Ministerial crisis until the late autumn. It 1s 
now generally recognised that this has got 
to come, but it would be high inconvenient 
that the parties should enter the lists at the 
moment when the Government is due to 
 présent its account of its actions under the 

special powers accorded to M. Doumergue, 
and in particular the decrees which need the 
confirmation of Parliament by a fixed date, 
and would become invalid without this. 

There can be no doubt that the causes 
which underly the present crisis are not those 
that lie on the saelace, The country, as one 
newspaper hints to-day, would have no difh- 
culty in choosing between France and M. 
Chautemps, but it is deeply disappointed. 
It went into the National Union with high 
hopes. lt wanted justice done, punishment 
inflicted. It wanted an end put to intrigue 
and Press attacks, and it wanted these things 
done quickly, because, above all, it wanted 
domestic peace and tranquillity. 

It is the dawning conviction that these 
hopes are not going to be fulfilled any more 
rapidly under the National Union than under 
the former Governments that has prepared 
the ground for the present crisis.

THREAT OF BRITISH GOODS

“AA complete boycott of British goods 
would be the only effective weapon of defence 
if the quota system were imposed against 
Japanese goods,” said Mr. Goonesinghe, the 
Jeader of the Labour Party and a member of 
the State Council, when addressing a meeting 
of the Ceylon Mercantile Union.

OPEN VERDICT 
RETURNED.

NEWRY, Monday. 
T evening Mr. Maurice Q’Connor, 


LL.B., Coroner for South Armagh, held 
an inquest in the Boardroom of the 
Newry Union touching the death of a young 
man, John Gerald Fegan, who had died in 
the infirmary the previous day. following 
injuries sustained in a fight on the previous 
Friday night with Christopher Keegan, Derry- 
beg. Fegan was arraigned at a special court 
in Newry on Saturday, charged with assault- 
ing Keegan, and remanded on bail. 
enry Fegan, labourer, King street, 
Newry, father of the deceased man, said his 
son was twenty-two years of age and had a 
wife and child. 

After his son had been arrested he took 
him food to the barracks, but he ate very 
little. After he was bailed out and returned 
home he was brought to Dr. McMahon, who 
préscribed for him. Later he complained 
of a pain in his head, and was ill. 

The doctor was called in and ordered his 
removal to the hospital. 

To Mr. P. Donnelly (who appeared for the 
widow and relatives of the deceased)—They 
had to wait some time in the Petty Sessions 
Court for a magistrate, and in the evéning 
they could not get a doctor till after seven. 


DOCTOR’S EVIDENCE. 


Dr. W. Williams said that on Friday 
night he attended the deceased about 11.15 
in Canal Street Barracks at the request of the 
olice. He was suffering from bruising of the 
eft eye region, over which there was 4 
sharp cut, and a scratch about four inches 
long on the neck below the left ear. Witness 
bathed the wound and put some antiseptic 
on it and put in one stitch, He 
also put some antiseptic dressing over 
his eye and the scratch on his neck. 
The cause of death was septic meningitis, 
which, he believed, was probably due to 
some infection entering the wound. A blow 
of a fist oí a fali would cause the injuries, 
and no great force would be necéssary. The 
wound could have been caused by a knuckle- 
duster, but witness did not think it was so 
caused. He did not think that deceased's 
life could have been saved by any serum, as 
the symptoms were go acute. 

Dr. Maud McMordie, resident house 
surgeon, saia she had nothing to add to Dr. 
Williams's evidence. The deceased man was 
unconscious when he was admitted, and an 
anti-tetanus serum was injected to find out if 
there was any meningitis. 

Dr. J. R McMahon said when he attended 
deceased cn Saturday evening he complained 
of having been hit by a spanner. e ap- 
peared tc be in his usual health and witness 
prescribed for his swollen eye. Next niorn- 
ing at 11.50 witness saw him again, when he 
was in a dvinz condition, es ordered his 
removal to hospital He was then un- 
conscious. 


A CHALLENGE. 


John McGrath, labourer, High street, 
Bessbrook, said that, after having had two 
drinks each in Newry on Friday night, the 
deceased man and witness were walking to 
Bessbrook when they met three fellows on 
the Camlough road. The man in the centre 
called Fegan a Papist, and after they had 
passed Fegan said to the other man: ‘‘Go on 
home,’’ and Keegan challenged the deceased 
man to fight, saying: “If vou want any 
fighting I’ll give yoa your fill of it.” Keegan 
then came up and hit Fegan with his fist and 
then ran away towards éi, followed by 
Fegan, though witness tried to hold the latter 
back. At the Monaghan street railway gates 
Keegan threw off his coat and both men 
started fighting. The police came and took 
both away. Tie other mea with Keegan 
said or did nothing. 

Joseph McAlpine, Chapel street, who was 
accompanying Keegan, deposed to the latter 
dropping behind. He saw the deceased, 
divested of his coat, following Keegan. 

Peter Kinney corroborated. 

Josephine Morgan (15), Helen’s terrace, 
deposed to seeing blows struck and hearing 
Fegan say, in reply to men who called him 
back, that he would follow. Keegan the whole 
way into Newry. 

John O'Hara, Collins’ row, said he saw 
the men fighting, and Keegan threw some- 
thing from his overcoat pocket, which wit- 
ness picked up and found to be a buckle with 
a rag attached. He gave it to the police. 
He heard roe say: “ Keegan is a Catholic 
who turned Protestant.” 


WHAT CONSTABLE SAW. 


Constable D. Campbell said that when he 
and Constable Faulkner reached the scene 
they saw Fegan being restrained and bréak- 
ing away. Afterwards both men approached 
them and Fegan said, pointing to his eye: 
‘See what this man done with it,” pointing 
at the buckle. Keegan denied the charge, and 
eta that the deceased beat him and chased 
lim, 

Witness denied the suggestion put forward 

by Mr. Donnelly that Fegan only got a 
cursory examination because he was under 
arrest. 
_ Mr. Donnelly said that, according to his 
uistructions, he had an unpleasant duty -to 
perform, but it would not bring the dead 
back to life. 

The deceased, he said, did not get the 
attention he should have had, and which, if 
provided in time, might have saved his life. 

Mr. Fisher said that his client stood in peril 
of being returned on a manslaughter charge. 
The medical evidence showed that his death 
was due to septic meningitis, and his in- 
juries were trivial compared with those of 
his (Mr. Fisher’s) client. 

District Inspector Cooke said that the de- 
ceased man was given every possible atten- 
tion and a doctor was brought on the scene 
diter he was taken to the barrack. 

The Coroner advised the jury to return an 
open verdict, saying that it was very pro- 
blematical that if Keegan were returned for 
trial any jury would convict him on the 
evidence. 

The jury returned an open verdict, and 
sympathy was expressed with the relatives of 
the deceased man.

COMING N.U.R. CONFERENCE 


The Executive of the National Union of 
Railwaymen met in London yesterday to con- 
sider the situation arising out of the con- 
ference with the British Railway Companies’ 
representatives in regard to the claim of the 
three Railway Unions for the restoration of 
wages cuts. 

It is understood that up to the present the 
companies have not made any concession, but 
they have explained their position, and the 
negotiations have been adjourned. 

The Executive of the N.U.R. yesterday pre- 
pared a report with recommendations for a 
national delegate conference of the Union to 
be held in the week following the bank holi- 
day.. The Press Association understands that 
on the same day there will be a meeting of 
the Executives of the three Railway Unions, 
at which a line of united policy will be deter- 
mined. 

It is expected that by then the Associated 
Society of Locomotive Engineers and Firemén 
and the Railway Clerks’ Association will be 
prepared to present their reports. 


ON LONDON. 


RAIDERS OVER 
THE CAPITAL. 
THREE HUNDRED 
MACHINES ENGAGED 


London was raided last night by Squadron 
after Squadron of R.A.F. bombers. 


Bomb after bomb, indicated by the flash of 


an electrical sigualling lamp, dropped on the 
capital while thousands of Londoners on their 
way to their homes in the suburbs watched 
the machines fly in perfect formation over the 
West End. 

In the last threé hours of daylight about 
120 machines attacked various objectives, but 
whether hits were registered will be a matter 
for later assessment. 

Among the mone which took part in 
the raid was No. 502 (Ulster) (Bomber) 
Squadron from Aldergrove, County Antrim, 
which is temporarily stationed at Manston, 
Kent, for the period of the maneuvrés. The 
unit is equipped with Vickers’ “ Virginia ”’ 
night bombers, and is co-operating with the 
Edinburgh squadron of the Auxilary Air 
Force 


SOUTH V. NORTH. 


The raids were part of the war between 
‘Southland’’ and ‘‘ Northland,’ and they 
were designed to test the efficiency of the 
capital against enemy ‘planes. 

Vith a force of 180 bombers Southland sev 
out to bomb targets representing impvortanv 
military and industrial centres, while No:th- 
land had a défending. force of 168 fighter 
‘planes, twelve reconnaissance aircraft, an 
daberate system of séarchlight units in a 
screen round the capital, and an observer 
corps—a civilian body. The job of the ob- 
server corps was to warn headquarters of the 
approach of enemy aircraft, so that in two 
minutes squadrons could be. in the air. 

As the bombers approached they Were at- 
tacked by defending fighte> and anti-aircraft 
batteriés, but with what success is not known, 
as the attackers wére called off when the 
bombers were some miles from the targets. 

The attacks were made at a comparatively 
low range; for 4 certain amount of light cloud 
forced the raiders down to about 6, feet. 


BOMBERS ARRIVE. 


Two squadrons crossing the South coast 
were quickly over the capital, and, after 


bombing the Northlands’ seat of Government, 
disappeared in the clouds. Hardly had they 
gone when an armada of thirty-five machines 
came from the North-East, flying in beautiful 


formation. As they passed over the Air 


Ministry they released their bombs. These 
two raids were the most spectacular features 
of the first phase of the attack, and the 
crowds which gazed skywards had an ineasy 
feeling of the defenceless exposure. Five 
other raids were made by single squadrons.

OFFICIAL REPORT.

It is really astonishing that such 
speeches can be delivered to-day, speeches 
in which paternal benevolence vies with 
threatening arrogance, and it is even more 
astonishing that anyone should hope for 
success from such speeches. A suggestion 
conveyed to us by the British Ambassador, 
with its recommendation of an Eastern 
Pact under the scourge of a Soviet-French 
alliance, can be regarded only as a 
humiliation. Any remarks hinting at a 
“ test ” of our respectability can only 
strengthen this impression.

66 HE whole case for the adoption of a 

| vigorous pólicy in connection with 

the development, of the flour-milling 

industry was based, nót, so much on the em- 

ployment that would be afforded, or upon 

considerations affecting the national food 

supply, as upon a campaign for the increased 
production of wheat from Irish soil.” 

So said Mr. Sean Lemass, Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, when replying to a 
toast at a luncheon given in his honour at 
the Victoria Hotel, Cork, yesterday, when he 
formally openéd the new mills of the National 
Flour Mills, Ltd., at Victoria quay, Cork. 

On his arrival the Minister was received by 
the directors of the new company, who com- 

rise the owners of thrée well-known Cork 

rms. After havirg set thé machinery in 
motion by the pulling of a lever which con- 
trols the driving power, he made a long in- 
spection of the different departments and 
expressed interest in the various processes. 
he mills have been built on the basis of a 
thirty-sack capacity. although the plant at 
present installed has a twenty-four-sack out- 
ut. The latest type of masbinery has been 
installed, the contract for this work having 
beén givép to the firm of Messrs. R. Buhler 
Bros., Uzwil, Switzerland. The machinery is 
adaptable to the milling of Irish-grown grain, 


‘a percentage of which will be used during the 


present season. 


MINISTER’S SPEECH. 


At the luncheon Mr. Lemass was présented 
with a silver salver made by Cork craftsmen 
as a souvenir of the event. Mr. Braham E. 
Sutton, chairman of the ‘board of directors, 
who presided, proposed the toast of “ The 
Minister for ndustry and Commerce.” He 
said that the mill contained the most up-to- 
date and finest machinery that science could 
devise. 

In responding, the Minister said that he 
thanked them most sincerely for the gift 
which they had given to him, and he would 
always treasure it as a souvenir of an occasion 
which he was not likely to forget. 

The pleasure which he had in coming there 
that day was not due merely to the fact that 
a great new industrial concern was being for- 
mally opened in Cork, but also because the 
concern represented the first of the new mills 
nécessary in order that the whole of the re- 
quirémeénts of this country in flour could be 
produced at home. 

When, many months ago, the present flour 
milling pélicy was initiated, the Government 
realised that in its development there were 
three distinct stages. In the first stage 
many of the mills which were working part 
time along with silent mills would be brought 
into full production. In the second sta 
additional plant would be installed in weak 
ing mills in order to increase their produc- 
tion; while the third stage contemplated the 
erection of new mills. Phat stage was now 
starting, and the opening of that magnificent 
mill in Cork made a very fitting start, in- 
deed. They should all join in paying a 
heartfelt tribute to those who were behind 
those mills, to those who cunceived the idea 
originally, anil with determination and initia- 
tive finally brought it into being. The 
mills were among the finest mills of their size 
in the world, every device that engineers 
could devise having been used in their equip- 
ment.

the matter was sub judice at the present 
time. In addition, they hoped to get from 
the flour millers a return in the form of 
active co-operation in solving the difficulties 
that would’’ be encountered in con- 
nection with the greater utilisation 
of native wheat for milling purposes. 
He was aware that the directors of the 
Irish National Flouí Mills, Ltd., anticipated 
the availability of native wheat in greater 
quantities, and were arranging to take the 
necessary steps to deal with it. 


WHEAT PRODUCTION. 


During the present year, continued the 

Minister, about 80,000 acres of wheat were 
being grown and, although that represented 
an increas* ot 300 per cent. upon that grown 
in 1932, there was still a great deal to be 
done. Eighty thousand acres of wheat con- 
stituted a very small contribution to the 
nation’s requirements of wheat and flour. 
Even those who disputed the possibility of a 
hundred per cent native flour would, never- 
theless, concede that a much higher percent- 
age of native whea: than 3.5 per cent., pre- 
scribed fo. in the present year, was possible ; 
and with the incidence of a bighly-developed 
flour-milling industry, and with thé co- 
operation of flou: millers, who weré alive to 
the need of affarding a new opportunity of 
profitable production to these engaged in 
agriculture, he was sire that a much higher 
pereéntage would be realised, : 
_ In matters of that kind progress was neces- 
sarily slow. The production of wheat in 
greater quantities in the Irish Free State 
was a matter of vital importance, not merely 
because of the employment it gave, but also 
because it permitted of a better use of their 
resources 11) agricultural land. It provided 
an element of security for the country, in so 
far as it meant that a stable article of food 
would be provided from within its shores, 
and it would not be dependent for supplies 
from sources outside, which might be inter- 
rupted in times of emérgency. It was im- 
portant also as a contribution to better 
national health. The establishment of that 
new concern would increase generally the 
confidence in the future of the country, a 
confidence which was felt universally. 

Emphasising that he was not an optimist 
by nature, the Minister sdid that he was an 
optimist as far as the future of this country’s 
industriés was concerned. Those who had 
studied facts and the potentialities of the 


country were all optimists. A lot had beén 


done, but a great deal more remained to be 
done. The task of reviving an industry in 
this country was like a man who, standing at 
the base of a mountain, thought that he could 
see the top, but when he ascended a distance 
found hv had another peak to scale. No 
matter what progress they might make, there 
would still be more te bé n.ade, for the 
possibilities of development were ualimited.

| 'HE air debate which is to take place 
& in the Commons next week was 
anticipated in the Upper House by Lord 
Ponsonby, who moved a resolution  ex- 
pressing regret that a policy of increased 
armaments had been announced by the 
Government before the termination of the 
Disarmament Conference, and pointin 
out that such a policy was not cadculat 
to give greater security to this country; 
but, on the other hand, by encouraging 
furthér competition in armaments, was 
likely to endanger world peace. What 
had really happenéd in recent months to 
induce the Government to take this step? 
Perhaps, it was to satisfy the clamour of 
a very articulate, but very insignificant, 
body of public opinion. 

That the British Government should 
take it upon themselves to declare the 
failure of the Disarmament Conference 
before the doors were closed he regarded 
as a malevolent act of diplomatic sabotage. 
They were effectively damping down all 
prospects of disarmament. 

The Marquess of Reading said that it 
could not be doubted that the successive 
Governments of this country ever since the 
War had devoted their energies and 
abilities to the promotion and maintenance 
of peace; but no Government of whatever 
party could possibly hold the position of 
an Executive Government during the last 
féw months without giving care, thought 
and consideration to the defences of this 
country in view of the possibility of the 
Disarmament Conference failing to reach 
an agreement. ‘The thing that troubled 
‘him was the moment the Government had 
chosen to make the announcement of their 
proposals. 


RETALIATION. 


Viscount Cecil considered that the 
Government ought to give an explana- 
tion of the meaning and purpose of this 
very important departure in air policy. 
He failed to understand why the Govern- 
ment should despair of any attempt to 
secure a substantial reduction in the air 
forces of the world. The theory that we 
could protect ourselves by retaliation was 
quite unsound. 

The Marquess of Londonderry, Secretary 
of State for Air, said that the Government 
had by no means abandoned the hope of 
ultimately reaching a convention, but 
having regard to the incontrovertible fact 
of their present grave weakness in the air, 
and the widespread public concern which 
it had aroused, the Government had 
reached the conclusion that in the light of 
developments abroad they could delay no 
longer. To-day, though air power was by 
universal consent as vital to their national 
and imperial security as sea power, they 
had for some years ranked fifth among the 
nations in terms of first-line strength. The 
Government had decided that parity with 
the strongest air force within striking 
distance of these shores must in future be 
a cardinal feature of their defence policy. 


DANGERS. 


Though it was true that there was no 
complete defence against air atack it was 
entirely wrong to suggest that there were 
no defensive measures by which the 
dangers of air attack could be reduced. 
Moreover, adequate air forces - must 
assuredly tend to deter an aggressor from 
gambling on the effects of a sudden attack. 

The total cost of the programme up to 
and including 1938 would be approxi- 
mately £20,000,000. Expenditure would 
vary from year to year, but it was hoped 
so to arrange its incidence that the ex- 
penditure in any one year would not be 
unduly excessive. 

Lord Ponsonby, replying, referred to the 
fact that outside there were aeroplanes 
roaring overhead, He did not know 
whether the presence of these aeroplanes 
had been officially arranged, but he under- 
stood that London was being bombarded. 

The Labour Party’s motion was defeated 
by fifty-four to nine, and. the House rose 
at 7.44.

SAAR PAPERS MUST USE

an official account of the incidents of July

SKULL AND ANTLERS 
UNEARTHED.

HISTORIC COUNTY. 
DUBLIN FIND. 


——— 


ROM a boggy valley on the hillside farm 
of Mr. Thomas Roe at Ballybetagh, 
Kilternan, County Dublin, part of the 

skull and antlers of an Irish Elk (Cerviis 
Megaceros) were removed to the National 

useum, Dublin, by members of the Danish 
expeditionwhich recently came to Ireland to 
carry out research work on Irish peat strata. 

The find was made on the fifth strata, 
which is composed of lake mud. The first 
strata is of peat mould, the second alder 
peat, the third drift mud, and the fourth 
plant mud. The layer underneath that in 
which the head was found is comprised of 
clayey sand with stones ‘and Arctic plants, 
which were washed down from the lake which 
formerly existed there. Each layer is 
‘“‘dated’’ by “the type of flora which 
flourished at the time—as indicated by the 
pollen of plants found in the layer. And 
the object of the investigations is to correlate 
the results with those obtained on the Con- 
tinent.! These investigations will settle the 
disputed point—was there more than one 
glacial period in Ireland? There is proof of 
one such period, but whether there were 
others still is unsettled. 


A CENTURY -AGO. 


Several excavations and borings have been 
made at Ballybetagh, which has been the 
scene of many such “' finds’’ during the past 
100 years. One of the first was discovered 
nearly a century ago, when an effort was 
being made to get water for a paper mill 
at Kilternan. In 1875 Irish Elk bones were 
found here by Mr. R. J: Moss, Registrar of 
the Royal Dublin Society, while a good deal of 
digging also was done by Mr. Williams, 
Dame street, Dublin, and by Dr. Henry 
Stokes. 

According to Professor K. Jessen, Director 
of the Botanic Gardens, Cdpenhagen, and 
Professor of Botany, Copenhagen University, 
who is in charge of the work, this discovery 
will help to throw considerable light on a 
little-known period in Irish geological history. 
It is estimated that this giant elk belonged 
to the period 20,000 to 40,000 B.C. If the 
investigators can frame a chronological table 
as a result of their researches, definite dates 
can be given for such things as weapons and 
shields. 


ANALYSIS OF SOILS, 


Working with Professor Jessen at Bally- 
betagh were: Mr. H. Jonassen, who had 
been doing similar research work in Northern 
Ireland; Mr. A. Farrington, Secretary, Royal 
Irish Academy, Dublin; Professor H. J. 
Seymour, Professor of Geology, National Uni- 
versity; Mr. T. Maher, B.Sc., of the National! 
University, who, with Mr. G. F. Mitchell, 
of Trinity College, Dublin, will travel to 
Copenhagen in connection with the analysis 
of soils taken from various bogs; Mr. F. J. 
Riley, of the Committee for Quaternary Re- 
search in Ireland, who has been very active 
in the work done at Ballybetagh. 

The work here has been carried out under 
the auspices of the Committee for Quaternary 
Research in Ireland and the Royal Irish 
Academy. ; 

Among those present at yesterday 's pro- 
ceedings. was Edward Kavanagh, who said 
that he had been digging for research workers 
in that place for the past sixty years.

They 
are pledged not to speak English under pain 
of being immediately sent back to their 
homes.

NEW POLICIES. 


The new Workmen's Compensation. Act, 
1934, which repeals the Workmen's Compen-.

force on August Ist 

The new Act will add materially to. the 
responsibilities and liabilities at present ima 
posed on employers, including a hability for 
medical and surgical expenses. In this con- 
nection the Irish Employers’ Mutual Insurance 
Company state that they have decided to 
issue new covering policies, and have come
